Report of a .survey being made 
in Sierra Madre to determine the 
probable necessities of di.sabled 
war veterans whose compensation 
will be drastically cut after .luly 
1 will be submitted to a meeting 
of the local Red Cro.ss Chapter 
in the City Hall at 1 o’clock 
Monday afternoon. 

Accepting the view that its 
first duty is to the disabled vet¬ 
erans and their dependents, of¬ 
ficials of the Red Cross here be¬ 
lieve a complete change in the 
organization’s work here will be 
called for by the report. The sur¬ 
vey is being conducted by repre¬ 
sentatives of the lied Cro.ss under 
the direction of Mrs. Ellen Coll 
Barker, chairman of the Home 
Service committee. It has pro- 
gre.ssed far enough to show that 
a substantial sum will have to be 
provided to care for those who 
will be left without any income 
whatever or with amounts suf¬ 
ficient to provide even the barest 
necessities. 

Due to the fact that we have 
a large number of veterans at¬ 
tracted to this City account 
of the climate, the work of re¬ 
lief to these people will be heavier 
than in other places with a popu¬ 
lation of equal size. 

In San Bemandino County a 
survey just completed has proven 
that at this time, four times as 
many ex-service men now live in 
that county than enlisted from 
there. 

In the case of .Sierra Madre 
many of the ex-.service men will 
be entitled to county aid, but a 
large number will not, due to the 
fact that residence in the State 
for three years and in the county 
for one year is necessary before 
this form of relii'f can be ren- 
<lerpd. 

The re.Mult of the survey will 
be the basis of the formation of 
a budget to be adminislereil by 
tilt' fted Cross from funds to bt' 
raised for the purpo.se.

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This Biggest Fish j Mrs J M Cooper Dies

T he Giant African AlarigoKl 
has been improveil almost 
as much as the zinnia. For 
show of color in the ganlen, 
especially in the background, for 
they grow tall, the African Mari¬ 
gold is splendid. They are most 
easily grown also. They .should 
be planted about 18 inche.s apart. 
When the plants have grown 
about six inches tall .they should 
be pinched back to encourage 
branching. 

There will usually be a per¬ 
centage of singles in any lot of 
plants. Some growers plant the 



young seedlings closer together 
than suggested above so that 
they can pull up any single 
plants that may develop in the 
bed. 

Besides the Giant African Mari¬ 
golds there are the small P’rench 
variety. These are attractive 
planted in front of the taller 
variety as a border planting. 

ZINNIAS 

The new Zinnais are greatly 
improved. The seedsmen have ex¬ 
perimented until they have i.le- 
veloped some wonderful strains. 
The new balloon type zinnia is 
both giant in size and full and 
compact in shape. We believe it 
is one of the finest that can 


be gro'.vn for tut flowers. The 
j new pa.stel shades are .“plendid 
I for b<juf|uets in the house while 
the brighter, stronger shades will 
make the most show in the gar¬ 
den. , 

The mature zinnia plant should | 
have IS to 2-1 inches of space; 
in which to grow but can be 
planted half that distance apart 
and then ttdnneit out later, leav- 
ing all the best colors. The first 
buds should be pinche<l out to | 
develop sturdy, bushy plants. 

Gut zinnias will keep bettiT 
if the ends of the stems are sub¬ 
merged in boiling water for hall 
a minute, or they can be scorched 
over a ga.s flame.
